Salsman went into the firm's office' 
to ge't instructions as- to- where 
to. leave the packages. 
Before he 


returned two youths climbed on 
the seat.of'the wagon a,nd under 
the"noses of twenty-five'lpoiicemen 
who were on- guard in the alley, 
drove the wagon out and disap- 
peared at a gallop.

Two Squadrons Are Coming: To- 


gether and Big Battle flay 


Soon Be Reported. 


AMSTERDAM, 
April 10.—A 


dispatch to the Handelsblad from 
Batavia, Island of Java, says that 
a Russian squadron is near Mun- 
tok and that it is expected to ar- 
rive at Batacia today. 


The Dutch East Indies squadron 


is now at Tujo Island, near Sing- 
apore. 


There are two Muntoks in the 


East Indie's, one 
comparatively 


near Batavia, and the other far 
distant from that port. To reach 
either of them it would seem that 
the squadron referred to may have 
entered the Java Sea through the 
Straits of Sunda, though it is pos- 
sible that part of 
the

squadron which passed Singapore 
Saturday may have turned south 
when out of sight of land and have 
reached Muntok, on the Island of 
Banka, off the southeast coast of 
the island of. Sumatra and some 
two hundred and fifty miles from 
Batavia. The second Muntok is 
situated at the extreme 
north- 


eastern part of the Island of Cele- 
bes and is too far away to enable 
a squadron there to reach Batavia 
under about five days." 


RUSSIANS ARE 


AT ANCHOR 


'-SINGAPORE, Straits Settle- 
ments, April io.—The-latest infor- 
mation in regard to the Russian 
squadron commanded by Rear-Ad- 
miral Enquist, which passed here 
Saturday afternoon, was brought 
here today by the British steamer 
Gregory.

"My investigations are required 


by law to be secret, something like 
those of a Grand Jury," Mr. Gar- 
field replied.

LURED TO HIS DEATH. 


But the house the actors in this 


tragedy occupied on Montgomery av- 
enue was not the place fer the com- 
mission of so foul a crime. Tiere were 
too many lights and too many per- 
sons passing at all times ol the night. 
It was decided to move, and the lovely 
fiat on Green street was chosen for the 
shambles. 


The news was broken to Vilardo, and 


he asked to be allowed to accompany 
the woman and her husband, 
she 


knew he would do so and so did her 
husband and so did every member of 
the murderous.secret society. 


Then a favorable opportunity arriv- 


ed and Vilardo was literally chopped 
to pieces with the cleaver that is in 
the possession of the police and was 
found by them in the Green street 
flat. The head, arms and legs were 
chopped from the trunk and found 


wrapped in the dead 'man's clothing in 
the water at Melgg's wharf. ; '.

BABE WILL ASSIST. 


When It was suggested to Captain' 


Burnett that Mrs. Torturici be taken 
to the morgue and made to confront 
the body of tier husband's victim, he 
shook., his head and declared that he 
Ijad another way to shake a confession 
from her. 


"The woman is growing weaker ev- 


ery .hour," be said, 'and it is. .only a 
short time, I am convinced, before she 
will confess. If' she does, not do so to- 
day we shall take .her babe from her 
and that will. toe. the end of it. She 
has a remarkable passion for the child 
and. pleads with us every time we sug- 
gest it that we do not take the little- 
one away. If we do so she will break 
down and confess. I have no doubt of 
It, but wish tp use that. method only as 
a last resort," 


In an unguarded moment last night, 


Mrs. Torturici 
admitted

My 
husband came in and I asked him 
about Vilardo. He told me to mind my 
own business. Then. I went to sleep.

I heard my husband say that 
Vilardo talked too much."

follows Arrest of Vidal 


Shoblo in Oakland* 


The shooting of former Treasurer John 


H. Fox' of Las Anirnas' county. Colorado, 
by Deputy Sheriff'Joseph Johnson, as the 
result of a quarrel over whom should 
come after Vidal Shoblp, now a prisoner 
in the County Jail here, Is inexplicable 
to him, and In a statement made by 
Shoblo for THE TRIBUNE this morning 
he said that he .believed'there must have 
been something more that led up to the 
shooting of Fox than the cause assigned. 


"Of course I am all in the "dark here 


and can only make guesses," he said. "In 
the first place mK arrest is something I 
cannot understand. Fox, the man who 
was shot there, was the former Treasurer 
under whom I worthed. Why he'vshould 
have accused Johnson " of not being a 
proper person to 
come for me I don't 


know. 
Deputy 
Sheriff 
Johnson and I 


went to. school together and we cave 
known each other all our lives. 
The 


whole thing is a mystery to me. 


"I fancy, however, that politics must 


have had something to do -with the shoot- 
ing. Fox. was a prominent .leafier in the 
Democratic party there. . Johnson liad 
been a Democrat, but .went over to the. 
Republicans, and after the election of 
Sheriff W. R. Davis was given a deputy- 
ship under him. 
"This may have caused bad blood be- 
tween the two, and when Fox heard that 
Johnson was to'be sent.here after me 
may have 'knocked' him. 
This Is the 
best explanation I am able to make of 
it; 
If they started a man after me on 
Saturday he .ought to. get here tomorrow, 
and. then'I will know what has caused 
them to arrest me.

Of course he left before the shooting 


took place and probably knows no more, 
about it than we do, but he will/know 
about the quarrel over who should be 
sent here."

Fox was standing at a desk in the

The bullet entered 
behind the left ear and came out of the 
forehkead, passing- through-the glass door 
into the elevator lobby, grazing the head 
of a man standing in -the elevator. . Fox^ 
fell backwards, dead. 
Johnson coolly 


went, to the County Jail and was arrested 
by another deputy .sheriff..

The news::of the assassination spread 


like wildfire and soon a mob of a thousand 
people gathered'in front of the pbstofflce, 
making threats of lynching. When the 
body of Fox was carried ^ through the mob 
and placed in an undertaker's. wagon the 
sight seemed'to'turn, them to frenzy and 
a rush was made : for the County: Jail 
amid loud cries of "Lynch the murderer."

ccnnitlon. 
Seven months ago 1 called 
the attention of His Honor, ex-Mayor 
Olney, to the condition of the parks, and 
be complied with the law by having the 
trees sprayed w Ith the proper solution.

road station and was taken, to a liospitaV 
where the authorities said he had frac- 
tured his skull After a week at the hos- 
pital, he was removed to nis home at the 
reguest of his wife, as the doctors held 
out no hope for the man's recovery. He 
was then given Christian Science treat- 
ment witli the result 
that the scalp 
wounds were healed and his general con- 
dition improved 
But friends of the sick 
man not knowing the circumstances sur- 
rounding the case and thinking from their 
point of v lew that he was being neglected, 
appealed to the Coroner for an investiga- 
tion.

KISSED PRETTY WIFE 


BUT ONCE A DAY, 


SO SHE TESTIFIES 
STRiKE 


Woman Charges Husband, Joseph 
Anderson, With flany Cruel Acts 
—Declares Home Was Nightmare 


Making a pretty picture as she told her 


story of abuse to which she was sub- 
jected by Joseph F. Anderson, his wife 
•was formerly Agnes V. Stirling, took the 
stand in her own behalf Saturday in 
a divorce suit she has brought on the 
ground of cruelty. 


Dressed in a neat fitting costume of the 


prevailing brown wi^h a large white crea- 
tion in the way of a hat. she looked 
pretty enough to make any one happy 
that could claim her for- his bride, while 
tears and smelling salts tempered her 
story. 


Seated with his Attorneys Crosby and 


. Hilton sat the defendant 
Anderson, 


'-v manager of the Apollnaris Water Com- 


pany of San Francisco. He is old in the 
matrimonial business although he would 


\not acknowledge to being more than 
'forty-five in the matter of years. 
He 


•has been married throe times and di- 
'vorced as oftftn and he is now having 
his fourth 
tilt with members of the 
gentler sex -who have confided to him- 
their hearts and hands only to awaken 
later to a realization of their inability 
to forecast future actions by nnp's looks. 


Anderson is slightly eray. which rather 
adds to a pleasing exterior, but is not 
blessed with any superfluous flesh and 
with the knowledge of facts before one, 
it might be judged that he had trouble 
-with his stomach and that thR water for 
which* he is agent forms his principal 
diet. 
From the time he was married his wife 


• testified that he kissed her but once a 


day. 
But 'twenty-five, with good consti- 
tution she stated she expected more, but 
she had not had the benefit of three prior 
marriages to dull her expectations of 
her honeymoon. 


Attorneys M. C. Chapman and J. J. 
Burke appear for Mrs. Anderson and she 
was led over the period of her short mar- 
ried life which .extended 
from 
April. 
1904. to November of the 
same year. 


After several days in which her hus- 
band did not speak a word to her nor 
answer any of her questions she left his 
horns which had become a nightmare 1:0 
her and returned to her mother. 


WTjenever Anderson was at all put out 


-with anything she may have done he 
visited his displeasure upon her by nor 
speaking to her for several days. 
To 


one of nervous temperament beginning 
a new experience of life she stated that 
It nearly drove her to 'distraction and 
after several days of such treatment she 
testified that she would have taken her 
life had there been 
anything in 
the 
house in the way of poison. 


While Anderson gets a salary of about 
$1'50 a month and has a piece of real 
estate in San Francisco valued at $4500 


another in Fruitvale valued at $4000. a 
S600 horse and put up generally 
the 


front of a prosperous man, he economized 
to the last notch with his household ex- 
penses and his wife did the cooking, the 
washing and Ironing and his shirts had 
to be just so and if occasion demanded 
the donning of a "claw hammer" why he 
wanted his home laundried shirt front 
to compare with the French laundry s 
host. 
Another act of the refined cruelty to 
which Mrs. Anderson testified was her 
husband's endeavors to make harmony 
on a zither while she was lylns on a 
sick bed. Her nervousness and tempera- 
ture increased with his inability to strike 
the right chords until she was on. tee 
verge of getting up and leaving; the 
house. 
Fortunately a relative drbppcd 


in to see her whom she got to persuade 
Anderson that his wife needed a little 
quiet. He also caused her much morti- 
fication by telling her before a Miss Cor- 
bctt who was taking dinner with .them 
that he had tried to elevate his wife and 
try and put her on a higher social plane 
but that, she would slip back in spite of 
him to a low level. 
Asked by Attorney Chapman if she 
had every heard the breath of scandal 
attached to ths name 
of any 
of 
her 


friends she said that she had not. The 
friend Miss Corbett spoke up upon the 
occasion cited and said "Mr. Anderson, 
you must remember that I am a friend 
of Agnes" and he dodged behind the worn 
out phrase of excepting present company. 


One of the Instances of what would 
cause Anderson to refuse to speak to his 
wife was the fact that after spending a 
Saturday afternoon at the matinee in San 
Francisco she did not quit the perform- 
ance soon enough to get horn to Fruitvale 
in time to feed the chickens before they 
went to "bed.'' Attorney Chapman stat- 
ing that he supposed 
by 
her 
saying 
"bed" she meant to roost. For this act 
of omission she was sent to Coventry 
for several days. 


On Thanksgiving day she had prepared 
to go to her mother's to dinner. 
The 
Invitation had been given a week before 
hand and while Anderson had not said 
that he would not go he led her to sup- 
pose that he would. When the day ar- 
rived however-he took his mother to the 
theater in San Francisco and returned 
after midnight while .his wife was al- 
lowed to spend heyday as best she could. 
She went to her mother's at 6:30 and re- 
turned at 7:30 and was alone in the house 
until her husband's return. 


There were other acts of refusal to pur- 
chase her necessary clothing and cruelty 
of a private nature, but after all she had 
told in answer to a question put to her 
she said that she would be willing to go 
back and live with him if he would 
promise Lo treat her with ordinary kind- 
ness. 


Anderson's side of the story has yet to 
be told.

R, W, Snow's Assailant 


Given Four Years 


in Prison, 


•SAN FRANCISCO, April 10—Adolph 


Goldman, once a prominent merchant of 
Oakland, whose strange love 
for 
ex- 


Mayor Roland Snow of the suburban city 
led him to attempt his life, must servs 
Cour years in the penitentiary at San 
Quentin for his crime. 
He was found 


guilty of assault to commit murder, and 
many character witnesses testified on, his 
behalf before Superior Judge Dunne this 
morning. When sentence was passed 
Goldman burst into tears, and his attor- 
ney made the usual motion for a stay of 
execution that he might perfect an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court, but it is not 
tikely that an appeal will be taken, &s 
proof of guilt was too conclusive. 


Ex-Mayor Snow of Oakland was shot 


by Goldmen in the offices of the Claren- 
don Hotel on Post street during the af- 
ternoon of January 13 
of 
last 
year. 


Snow and Goldman had been talking, and 
Snow started to walk away from him 
when Goldman drew a revolver from hia 
pocket and fired five shots. Two bullets 
took effect in the back under the left 
shoulder and were found buried in the left 
lung, and a third lodged in the neck. The 
other two bullets went wide of the mark, 
but Snow waa badly wounded, and it was 
thought for a time that he could not re- 
coveV. He was removed to the Waldeck 
Sanitarium and Goldman was lodged I n 
the City Prison. 


It developed after the arrest of Gold • 
plan that there had been frequent quar- 
rels between the two men. Goldman was 
Insanely jealous of the ex-Mayor's daugh- 
ter, and it was this jealousy that led to 
the shooting.

the 
old ferry-boat Amador, 


which has been presented to him by the 
Southern Pacific Company/and will hero- 
after be a part of the property of the 
diocese of California. 
The boat is now 


lying:-oh the mudflats of the Oakland 
estuary, having been . condemned about 
two years ago, and, as the'engines are 
now being removed. It would not seem 
an especially useful gift, especially from 
an .ecclesiastical standpoint. 


It .will however, fill a particular need 


and Is highly valued by the Bishop, who 
will have it converted Into a houseboat, 
moored at one place or another in the 
bay and used by the Seamen's Institute, 
the mission1 to sailors at present situ- 
ated on Steuart street, .in this city. When 
Bishop Nichols was in the Bast last fall 
he saw E. -H.. Harriman and discussed 
with him the possibility 'of the boat being 
griven to ' the Episcopal. diocese of Cali- 
fornia,' and later had some correspond- 
ence with Julius Kruttschnitt- on

Political Drift in Dixie. 


Even Southern Democrats regard with equanimity and satisfac- 


tion the building up of a Republican party in the South that will divide 
the white vote. ^Some of them openly welcome it, recognizing 
the need of a healthy and aggressive opposition in local politics. Such 
are wise enough to see in the political solidarity of the South an ele- 
mental weakness which is leading to political decay and misgovern- 
ment of a type that causes a rotting at the core of political life. 
The 


South has become impotent in national politics by being solid, and the 
standard <>f her public men has woefully dwindled.. Hence the wiser 
heads south of the Poumac and the Ohio are awakening to the need 
of the stimulus to political activity and progressive policies that an 
alert and respectable opposition supplies. 


An illustration of this changed attitude of the Southern mind is 


furnished by the views of Erwin Craighead, editor of the Mobile 
Register, recently printed in the Chicago Record-Herald. The Reg- 
ister is one of the'ablest and most; liberal newspapers in the Cotton 
States. While a Democrat by inheritance, education ind association, 
Mr. Craighead was an ardent admirer of President McKinley and 
holds President Roosevelt, whom lie frankly praises, in equally high 
regard. He is quoted as saying: 


"There is a chance of'building up a Republican party, provided 


the negro is not made the principal reason for or the principal instru- 
ment of it; and provided office-holders are not allowed to control the 
organization. If professional politicians, men who make a business 
of seeking office, are excluded frcv.i that control plenty of earnest, 
honest and patriotic white men, property owners and taxpayers, men 
who control large affairs and exercise social and commercial influ- 
ence, will join the Republican party and go to conventions and re- 
cover for that party the respect and confidence of the public. Several 
conspicuous citizens, formerly Democrats, have already announced 
themselves openly, and I know of many others who would have done 
so long ago but for the odium that attaches to it as the negro-party 
and the office-holders' party. So long as the Republican party has 
that reputation, so long as its*leaders are merely office-seekers and 
its voting strength is found among the negroes, the class of men I 
refer to will hold back." 


Mr. Craighead qualifies his remarks about the negro in politics 


by saying: 


''He can come in, but not as a leader or an office-holder. 
The 


negroes of this State have unfortunately been the tools of professional 
politicians, who have depended upon them to make demonstrations 
in State and national conventions, for whoever was able to carry the 
delegation got the best postoffice or the collectorship, and in the 
absence of Republican Senators and Representatives the men who 
controlled the organization distributed the patronage." 


There is much truth in what he says, though many who are 


ready to candidly admit that negro leadership at the South nor white 
leadership of the negro has been successful will be disposed to question 
the legality and justice of relegating colored men entirely to the back- 
ground in the field of politics. Nevertheless, the views expressed, 
however much we may dissent from them in some particulars, display 
more of an open mind than has heretofore distinguished the white 
men of the South. They mark a distinct advance in political thought 
that is encouraging, particularly so as Mr. Craighead punctuated his 
statement with expressions of personal regard for individual Repub- 
lican leaders in his section. But the following frank admission is 
worthy of special interest, because it states a political fact of great 
importance: 


''Twenty per cent of the Democrats of Alabama believe in Re- 


publican principles," continued Mr. Craighead, 
"in a protective 


tariff, a gold standard, and support the President in his foreign policy 
ajid the Panama Canal controversy, although they continue to vote 
the Democratic ticket. 
One-half of the Democratic party supports 


the Philippine policy of the administration. The other half could 
not offer any explanation of its opposition to it if it was asked for 
reasons; \\hile none would be willing to let the islands go for any con- 
sideration. The best men we have in the community believe in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. They consider him an honest, patriotic and able 
man, and admire his personality.'' 


Here \\e are furnished conclusive evidence that the solidarity of 


the South is based on social prejudice and caste feeling rather than 
belief in the dogmas of the Democratic party. The white people of 
the South have held fast to the Democratc party, not on credal 
grounds, but because that party opposed the mistaken Republican 
policy of Reconstruction fathered by Stevens, Sumner, Boutwell, 
Wade, et al., and because of a popular fear that the local supremacy 
of the Republicans would mean a repetition of the infamies of carpet- 
bag rule in the South. Happily these prejudices and fears are being 
dissipated, and political thought in the South is emerging into a high- 
er, clearer and more philosophic atmosphere. 


In the course of a rambling reply of the non sequitor sort, taking 


up a column and a half, to some remarks recently printed in these 
columns, the Stockton Mail says "THE TRIBUNE is not willing to 
trust the people." That statement is precisely the opposite of the 
truth. The Stockton paper wants the Legislature abolished because 
it does not belie\e the people can be trusted to elect the right sort of 
men to represent them. We pointed out the absurdity of assuming 
that people incapable of choosing honest and capable representatives 
are fitted to pass direct on legislation. Submitting proposed laws 
we characterized as "legislation by the mob." 
That characterization 


is absolutely correct 
The Mail confounds mobocracy with demo- 


cracy, the clamor and confusion of a crowd with deliberation and 
orderly process. It believes the crowd is incapable of passing judg- 
ment on men, but is full} qu?hfied to pass judgment on measures Our 
contemporary is inconsistent and absurd. If this be treason make 
the most of it. 


The defense of race suicide made by "a childless wife" suggests 


that childless wives are oitenest found in the divorce courts. 
The 


marriage tie is not very strong unless it be strengthened by children. 
Mother is the most sacred \\ ord in the language, and no family circle 
is complete without those pledges to love Sir Francis Bacon called 
"hostages to fortune."

The Grass Valley Union quotes this line from Thoreau as a 


morning motto: 


"Be not simply good—be good for something." 
What would mankind be if everybody followed the example and 


teaching of Thoreau? Who \voulcl be the hewers of wood and draw- 
ers of water of civilized communities? Who would shape the des- 
tinies of na.tions, carve homes out of the forest, build cities and tem- 
ples of learning, and navigate the argosies of commerce? Thoreau's 
sympathy with nature was fine and his hatred of the shams of society 
worthy of study, but he was a great humbug after all. His philos- 
ophy is that of the squirrel and field mouse. It has no application to 
a pulsating, progressive civilization. Human kind would stagnate 
and rot if all the world were a Walden Wood. 
Man will never de- 


velop living in a lodge in some vast wilderness, and the advocacy of 
the simple life is often a poetical excuse for a primitive existence of 
sloth and selfishness. The prophets of nature who" wait for the rav- 
ens to feed them had better be out in the fields sowing and reaping. 


After President Roosevelt has taken a fall out of the wolves of 


Oklahoma he can Slave the time of his life hunting the "gray wolves" 
of the Senate. 


Japan's New Peril. 


Another crisis is at hand in the Russo-Japanese war. The Rus- 


sian fleet has navigated the Indian Ocean and threaded the Malaccan 
Straits in safety and has now entered the China sea. Unless beaten 
off it will soon menace the coasts of Japan, for it cannot reach 
Vladivostok without sailing around the Nipponese archipelago. 
Un- 


der the circumstances a great sea fight seems imminent. A decisive 
defeat for Togo would completely change the complexion of the war, 
for the destruction of Japan's supremacy on sea"would not only leave 
her ports open to attack, but would break the communications and 
isolate the great army under Oyama in Manchuria. 


A defeat for Rojestvensky, on the other hand, would probably 


result in the complete destruction of his fleet or the scattering of it 
to such an extent that it could never again be a formidable force. His 
sea-worn ships are not in the best condition to fight or to make a dash 
for Vladivostok, yet he must do one or the other. As for Togo he is 
waiting like a tiger, watching his opportunity to strike. He dare not 
make mistake, yet he dare not let the Russians proceed much further 
unmolested. 


The situation, therefore, is full of dramatic interest, for the way it 


works o<5t will, in human probability, decide the Manchurian war. 
Rojestvensky's fleet is large, but it is divided and1 composed of many 
slow sailing ships, and it is encumbered by transports and coal ships, 
which could not escape in a running fight, and which would be at the 
mercy of the smallest fighting craft. The issue of the coming battle, 
which ever way it goes, will once more prove the truth of the axiom 
that he who owns the sea will also possess the land.

WAX 
FARMING IN CHINA. 


Among the novel occupations In China 
is that of the wax farmer. The entire 
crop Is produced by the labor of myriads 
of little insects, whose eggs or cocoons 
deposited on the limbs and branches 
yield a rich harvest, which Is trans- 
formed Into pure white wax and mar- 
keted at a fair price. The tree (ligus- 
trum lucidum) which produces the whito 
wax insect grows in the Chlenchang val- 
ley in the western part of China, whlcli 
is some 500U feet above the level of the 
sea. 
In March round brown forms «LTO 
seen attached to the limbs and branches 
If one of these should be opened Jt 
would be found to contain innumerable 
whits Insects. By a strange law the In- 
sect will not nourish or produce wax in 
Its birthplace, and if allowed to remain 
will drop off in a 
dead mass. 
The 
Chinese have discovered the exact local- 
ity -where they will flourish to the best 
advantage. 
Transporting the females to 
the various farming places some 200 to 
400 miles distant in the province of Sze- 
chuan gives employment during the sea- 
son to thousands of porters. 
One of 
these wax-making centers is Kiatlng. 
About May I the 
female 
insect 
Is 
nearly grown, and the body is almost 
conical, with a round case. Later on it 
becomes mature and begins to deposit 
eggs. At this time the operation of re- 
moving the females from the limbs and 
branches to which they are attached and 
getting them ready to turn ovei to the 
porter for transit is commenced. They 
are thereafter carried hundreds of miles 
to the places where the wax farmers 
have rows of the special food plant—a 
species of flowering ash five or six feet 
high—upon which the insects feed and 
deposit their layers of wax. 
Many thousands of Insects are taken 
by each man on a trip. 
They have to 
travel entirely at night with their deli- 
cate and precious loads, for the midday 
heat would be dangerous to the lives of 
the inmates. The various cities and vil- 
lages along the route leave the gates 
open, so as to afford free and unob- 
structed passageway to the 
carriers. 
Seen at night, running with all their 
might, dressed In most cases in rain- 
proof straw,' their nickering lanterns 
swaying to and fro, the carriers form a. 
weird and picturesque sight.

It is a matter 
of physiognomy:

India and neighboring countries are 
the home of mystery and the black 
arts, and devil possession Is spoken of 
and believed in there as much now as 
it ever was in Palestine in the days 
of holy writ. Even In the centers of 
civilization there are fortune tellers 
and wonder workers to whom super- 
natural powers are attributed by those 
who scorn superstitious belief.

We are told that a young Benagli in 
18S2 jfestifled before a number of re- 
spectable witnesses that, while trav- 
eling in Tibet, in the neighborhood of 
the lake of Manasarawara, he met one 
of these men accompanied by a num- 
ber of chelas, or pupils.

saluted him, and, finding that he had 
nothing to eat, gave him some ground 
grain and tea.

What might be termed the 
fashionable set of the stage has gone 
In—in the matter of photographs at 
least—for dignity, ladylike primness, 
commonplace costuming—above 
all— 


simplicity. What they wish to effect is 
the production of a genteel impression 
—genteel and at the same time inter- 
esting. One must be individual. 


The individuality, 
the 
interesting 


quality, isn't to be attained by cos- 
tuming. Nor is one now permitted, ac- 
cording to the latest edict of fashion- 
able portrait photography, to indulge 
in fancy dress, as did the poodles "by 
the way they dressed their hair." Plain, 
prim, ladylike and neat are the coif- 
fures which appear 
in fashionable 


photographers' shops. Fancy coiffures, 
unless they be of the sort usually worn 
by the subject, have vanished utterly 
from the ph'otograph world—that is, 
the socially elect end of it. 


Equally behind the times are the ex- 


aggerated effects produced by peculiar 
poses. It is no longer proper to at- 
tempt to look taller or broader or more 
slender than one is—though, of course, 
In this connection it is only fair to say 


sea of prettiness—plump, alluring, in- 
sinuating but not individual. 


So say the leading ladies, and so, at 


present, say the girls wbo follow fash- 
ion whithersoever it may lead. 
For 


themselves, away down in their hearts 
they would really prefer to be beauti- 
ful at any cost. They would not mind 
in the least looking like show girls. In- 
deed, merely to look like leading ladies 
in one's photograph is hardly, now that 
they have gone In for simplicity, to 
look like actresses at,all. But the edict 
has gone forth, and what is the mere 
ordinary girl to do about It when Miss 
Ethel Barrymore, Miss Maude Adams 
and Miss Annie Russell stand firmly 
for the simple life in photographs? 


There is, of course, such a thing as 


exaggerated naturalness. 
Too much 


Delsarte abandon is not beautiful even 
from the point of view of those who 
have revolted from the 
unnaturally 


picturesque. So far has the wave of 
photographic reform carried some of 
our young women that they seem pur- 
posely to have selected the frock, the 
pose and the coiffure which would in a 
photograph be best fitted to transform 
a rather pretty girl into a plain and 
stupid one. 


Nature never demanded such a sac- 


rifice. It is true that it is no longer 


that the fat woman will not cease her fashionable to wear a. trained gown, 
strivings to look thin. A moderate con-

To wash anything that is greasy use 


hot soda water. The alkali turns the 
grease into soap, which will do its own 
cleansing. 


Sweeping with the carpet 
sweeper 


will be more effectual if the sweeper is 
pushed In the same direction as the 
warp of a r,ug—not against it. 


Clean out closets and bureaus with 


turpentine water and use generous pro- 
portions of the turpentine. It's a good 
ounce of prevention against moths. 


Zealous young housekeepers some- 


times make the mistake of cleaning 
paint with sand soap. Don't. It only 
scratches the paint; the other soap will 
do the work. 


Lining bureau and chiffonier drawers
